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Cynthia E. Rallis Appointed Director of Deveiopment 

CLEVELAND — Cynthia E. Rallis, deputy director of the UCLA Hammer Museum in Los Angeles 
will become the Cleveland Museum of Art's director of deveiopment in January 2002, it was 
announced today. Rallis will report to Susan Stevens Jaros, deputy director for development and 
external affairs, and oversee the implementation of a comprehensive development program that 
includes professionals in the areas of planned giving, corporate relations, foundations, grants and 
governmental relations, individual giving, and constituent development. 

Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) deputy director for development and external affairs 
Susan Stevens Jaros praised Rallis’s strategic and hands-on experience in relationship and consensus 
building in the corporate and nonprofit sectors: "From mentoring staff to closely working with 
trustees, Cynthia's work history will be a key asset to the CMA as we move forward with the 
museum's plan for the first major expansion and renovation in three decades." 

In Rallis's role at the Hammer Museum (since 1999), she oversees museum operations and is 
accountable for a $7 million operating budget and a $25 million renovation project that included a 
$12 million capital campaign. 

Prior to that she worked for the J. Paul Getty Trust, Los Angeles (1990-1999), first as 
manager of administrative services for information technology services for the Trust Operations and 
Planning Division, and then as manager of administration at the Getty Education Institute for the 
Arts, 

Rallis worked in the financial services industry before these museum posts as a corporate 
banking officer in the U.S. banking division of First Interstate Bank of California (1982-85) and as 
vice president of the commercial banking division of California Federal Bank (1987-89), 

She is a 1977 graduate of Smith College, Northampton, Mass., and received her M.B.A, in 
1982 from the Anderson Graduate School of Management, UCLA, with a concentration in marketing 
and finance. She serves on the board of directors of the University Credit Union, Los Angeles. 

Rallis looks forward to the new position, commenting: “I'm very excited about engaging 
with the CMA's development staff and colleagues throughout the organization to set and 
accomplish the ambitious goals required to expand our ability to serve the region and the national 
and international community." 
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
